Under a Bushel 
Every one knows what It means 
to hide one’s light under a bushel. 
Ifs the same as placing it where 
it can’t be seen. 
Any useful pur­ 
pose the light could serve, there­ 
fore, is probably lost. 
Much the same is true of a pub­ 
lic notice posted in an out of the 
way place 
This is true whether it 
is tacked to a fence corner off the 
beaten track or whether 
it 
is 
published in a medium whose cir­ 
culation and coverage are anything 
but "general" in the community 
affected by the notice. 
Tile whole purpose of the public 
notice is to employ such means as 
are likely to bring the notice to the 
prompt attention of those whose 
rights it involves. 
Short of direct 
personal notice, the newspaper is 
mast effective for 
this 
purpose. 
But it should be a newspaper of 
general circulation, that is, distrib­ 
uted throughout the community in 
question and of such quality and 
contents as to have a general ap­ 
peal.
